JUDICIAL REVIEW COULD LOOK 
AT DECISION-MAKING PROCESS 

Legal challenge 
to Porthcawl 
medical centre? 


A GROUP of residents in 
Newton, Porthcawl, are 
close to finalising a legal 
challenge to the decision by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to grant 
planning permission for a 
new health centre next to a 
newly-built housing estate 
at Mallard’s Reach. 

A lawyer specialising in 
planning law has been examining 
the process by which the health 
centre was passed by BCBC’s 
development control committee, 
and feels there are a number of 
grounds for a judicial review of 
the decision. 

The new health centre will, in 
effect, move all Porthcawl’s 
medical services onto one site. 
The GP services at the Portway 
and on Victoria Avenue, plus a 
clinic based in South Road, will all 
be relocated. 

Their legal advice points to a 
number of possible legal 
challenges, but the standout one is 
likely to be the decision by BCBC 
highways department to reduce 
the number of on-site parking 
spaces from over 100 to just 49

(with an extra 16 staff-only 
parking spaces off site). 

The residents fear that those 
unable to find space will park on 
nearby streets, causing major 
traffic problems. 

Spokesman Derek Gaynor told 
The GEM: “This was an 
extraordinary reduction, and no 
explanation for this change of 
mind has ever been offered. 

“Our lawyer has been trying to 
get sight of the minutes of the 
meeting that took the decision to 
come down from over 100 spaces, 
to see how the reasoning changed, 
but we have not been able to see 
them.” 

The group is conscious of the 
fact that there is a groundswell of 
support in Porthcawl for the plan, 
but they feel that there has been so 
much pressure to “make it 
happen” that it has simply not 
been looked at in the required 
detail. 

Mr Gaynor said: “People in 
Porthcawl have been told that 
there is no other land available, 
and that the ABMU Local Health 
Board has been trying for ages to 


find some land, without success. 

“This is palpably false. You 
only have to look at the existing 
Portway site, which is next to 
BCBC-owned land at Hillsboro 
Place. What they mean is that 
BCBC, for whatever reason, does 
not want to sell any of its land.” 

The residents feel that the entire 
plan has not been discussed in the 
required detail, for whatever 
reason, and this could also be part 
of the judicial review. 

Mr Gaynor said: “I am not 
aware of any councillor on the 
committee querying how the 
reduction in parking spaces came 
about. They didn’t want to rock 
the boat. 

“They casually accepted an 
assurance that 20 staff-only spaces 
would be provided at The Globe 
Pub, about 400 yards away. 

“No one asked how long the 
arrangement would last, what 
would happen if the situation 
changed after two or three years, 
or even why a pub company 
would commit to a long-term lease 
which might jeopardise some 
future plan.”

I N World War 
One, more than 
eight million 
men were killed 
and a further 37 
million wounded, 
and nowhere was 
the slaughter 
greater than on the 
Somme battlefield, 
in a battle which 
began on July 1, 
1916, and went on 
to last for several 
months. 

Over the past week, I 
have been privileged to 
attend a number of 
ceremonies and events 
to remember our 
courageous heroes who 
served our country, 
defended our freedoms 
and kept us safe. 

We remembered all 
those who have fallen 
and those who risked 
their lives to protect us. 

On July 1, the Battle 
of Mametz Wood in 
France began, a battle 
which involved the 
Welsh Division and 
what generals hoped 
would only last a few 
hours. 

Instead, the battle 
lasted for five days and 
on the first day alone 
over 400 casualties 
were sustained. Not a 


single tree was left 
untouched. 

On the centenary, I 
attended a service in 
Mametz to remember 
our Welsh heroes who 
paid the ultimate 
sacrifice as Wales 
remembers the 
centenary of the Battle 
of the Somme. 

Casualty figures for 
the Welsh Division 
amounted to nearly 
4,000 when the 
wounded and those 
listed as “missing” were 
counted and that does 
not include the numbers 
of German dead, which 
would have been a 
similar figure. 

At 8pm on July 11, 
the Germans issued 
orders for their 
withdrawal and the 
fighting for Mametz 
Wood was over. 

Sadly, for many, 
many years, the Welsh 
Division did not receive 
the credit it deserved 
for the sacrifices they 
made during that 
period. 

We stand together to 
remember the ultimate 
sacrifice they made.

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Bridgend woman rallies a 
50-strong team to race for 
Kidney Wales Foundation 



A BRIDGEND 
woman who 

donated one of her 
kidneys to her 
husband in 2008, 
has entered a 50- 
strong team in this 
year’s annual 
Cardiff 10K road 
rac, in order to 
raise funds for race 
organisers, the 
Kidney Wales 
Foundation 
(KWF). 

Nicola Parsons, a 33- 
year-old fabricator from 
Bridgend became her 
husband’s donor eight 
years ago after he was 
diagnosed with chronic 


kidney failure for the 
second time at the age of 
43. Shortly after 
receiving his kidney 
transplant, Alun was told 
that his body was 
rejecting his wife’s 
kidney and he would 
have to go back on the 
transplant list. 

Alun is undergoing 
dialysis at home six days 
a week for two hours 
each evening, after a 
year of experiencing 
fluctuations in his 
health, 

Alun is in a stable 
condition and both he 
and Nicola are hoping to 
attend a meeting in the 
University Hospital of 
Wales in the next few 
weeks to see if he is well 


enough to go back onto 
the organ donor waiting 
list. 

Nicola is determined 
to repay some of the 
support she and Alun 
have received and has 
entered a team of 50 
runners to compete in 
this year’s 10K and 2K 
runs, raising funds for 
KWF. 

Roy Thomas, chief 
executive of KWF said: 
“I want to thank Nicola, 
her family, her friends 
and colleagues for their 
support over the last few 
years. It means a 
tremendous amount to 
us as a charity and, of 
course, patients and their 
families struggling with 
kidney diseases all over

Bus driver’s hero 
award for efforts 
to save man’s life 


A bus driver from Maesteg has 
been given a ‘Hero Award’ at 
the First Bus Excellence 
awards for his efforts to help 
save the life of a man injured in 
a road traffic accident. 

Allan Stent (51) has worked for First 
Cymru for the past 16 years as a driver 
at the Maesteg depot. 

Earlier this year, while travelling 
back to the depot at the end of his shift, 
he found himself first on the scene of a 
serious road traffic accident. A 
motorcyclist had been in a head-on 
collision with a car and was badly 
injured. 

In an attempt to help the man, Allan 
stepped in to give him CPR while 
waiting for the emergency services to 
arrive. The injured man did not survive 
but Allan’s efforts to help, giving CPR 
for around 20 minutes gave him the 


best possible chance and he was widely 
commended by his colleagues, one of 
whom nominated him for the 
prestigious hero award. 

In June, Mr Stent was presented 
with the award in front of colleagues 
from across First Bus at a ceremony 
held at the Madejski football stadium 
in Reading. 

Mr Stent said: “The actual incident 
still haunts me, but I know I did all I 
possibly could to help the injured man. 
I wish the final outcome had been 
different, but you can’t change the 
past. 

“I would just urge others to learn 
CPR and first aid, it’s such an 
important skill to have.” 

In total, 15 Excellence awards were 
handed out on the day, commending 
everything from ‘Apprentice of the 
Year ’ to those championing innovation 
and change, and sustainability.

‘Speed bumps 
than the road! 


W ITH 

reference to 
the plan to 
lower speed bumps 
and re-introduce 
buses on New Road, 
Porthcawl, I am a 
pensioner living on 
New Road, and my 
neighbours and I 
can’t recall ever 
being consulted 
about the speed 
bumps or the buses. 
Most of the people 


that complain about 
the bumps don’t live 
on New Road. 

We don’t want to 
see the speed bumps 
altered or the bus route 
reinstated. 

The bumps are only 
marginally slowing the 
traffic now because 
they still race from one 
bump to the next. 

If the bumps are 
lowered, New Road 
will revert to a race 
track again and 


someone is going to be 
killed. 

When the buses 
were running, there 
were always hold-ups 
along the narrow parts 
due to vehicle parking. 
Since the Co-op store 
has opened at the start 
of the road, the traffic 
has increased 
dramatically and there 
are constant traffic 
build-ups. 

This area is the 
narrowest part of the

road, and when 
residents’ vehicles are 
parked outside their 
houses, there is only a 
single lane for 
approximately 200 
yards towards town. 

The hold-ups are 
bad enough on normal 
days, but when the 
holiday traffic starts it 
is greatly increased, 
which results in a lot 
of road rage. 

There are at least 
five or six vehicles 
damaged in this area 
every year. 

When the buses 
were running, there 
were hardly any 
passengers on them as 
they travelled along 
New Road. 

A friend, who 
worked for the bus 
company, told me that 
the modem buses are 
able to raise or lower 
their air suspension, 
but the route was 
uneconomical and 
that’s why they 
stopped it. 

The bumps were 
used as an excuse. 

The money would 
be better spent on 
resurfacing the road, 
which has so many bad 
and sunken repairs 
along it that it is 
actually smoother over 
the speed bumps than 
on the road.

‘PORTHCAWL PLAN ON THE WAY - AM 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies has been 
told by Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) that a new masterplan 
for the Porthcawl Regeneration Area is 
being finalised and will then go out for 
public consultation. 

Mrs Davies, who is a Welsh Conservative 
regional AM, said she had asked the council what 
was happening with the new plan, which was due 
out last December. She was told that the plan was 
drafted and is undergoing internal consultation 
within the council. Once that is completed, it will 
be put out for public consultation. 

Mrs Davies also asked about the old Harlequin 
building which is located on part of the site at the 
Hillsboro Place car park. She was told that this 
building is part of the comprehensive regeneration 
plan and is located within the commercial core 
area, and will be marketed as part of this site. 

Mrs Davies said: “After the collapse of the 


supermarket regeneration plan, constituents in 
Porthcawl are beyond exasperated at the lack of 
joined-up information coming from BCBC about 
the town’s future development. 

“As we approach another tourist season, the 
Hillsboro car parks are still in a poor condition and 
offer a scruffy entranceway to the town centre. 

“The Harlequin building is of local importance 
within a conservation area and is the last remaining 
remnant of the old Porthcawl railway station, so it 
has historic significance. It is owned by the council 
but has been allowed to deteriorate. They have 
been refused permission to knock it down so have 
carried out some remedial repairs recently. 

“The council has offered no reassurance that 
they will be regenerating the building, rather that 
they are looking for a developer who will take it on 
as part of a commercial package for the area. That 
leaves it very vulnerable, in my view, to developers 
who will express an interest for the whole site on 
condition that they can get the appropriate 


permission to demolish the Harlequin. 

“I know that the council say they have cleared 
away vegetation earlier this month but for much of 
the time it looks like a half-derelict buddleia 
factory, right on one of the main walkways into 
town. 

“Goodness knows when a developer will come 
forward to pursue this scheme and in the 
meantime, this building will deteriorate further. I 
hope that responses to the public consultation 
promote this alternative plan for the Harlequin.”

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FROM THE SOMME TO SALONIKA, 

PORTHCAWL LOSSES IN JULY 1916 


A T 7.30am 
on July 1, 
1916,the 
shelling of the 
German lines 
stopped and the 
whistle to advance 
was blown. 

More than 100,000 
men of the British 4th 
Army left their trenches 
to attack the German 
frontline, but the 
Germans were ready. 

By 7pm, there were 
57,470 British and 
colonial casualties, of 
which, 19,240 were 
dead. What made it 
even more tragic was 
that little was gained by 
it. July 1, 1916 proved 
to be the bloodiest day 
in the history of the 
British Army. 

A high proportion of 
the deaths were from 
the new ‘pals 
battalions’, for whom it 
was their first 
experience of fighting 
in the war. Towns, 
villages, workplaces 
and social organisations 
were affected by the 
great loss of life. The 
Somme campaign 
continued until 
November 18,1916 - 
141 days. 

Lessons had been 
learnt that first day. 
Instead of large 
numbers of men 
attacking from along an 
extended line, ensuing 
battles took the form of 
tactical attacks on 
specific parts of the 
German frontline, with 
the aim of disabling as 
many of their soldiers 
as possible, and 
weakening their 
defences. 

The engagement 
which ripped the heart 
out of Wales was the 
Battle of Marnetz 
Wood, on July 7-10, 
at which Wales lost 
4,000 men. 

Porthcawl lost 
Second Lieutenant 
William Jeffreys, 13th 
Battalion Welsh 
Regiment. William, one 
of four children, was 
bom in Newport on 


November 23,1896. 

He attended Sherborne 
College, where he took 
part in the Sherborne’s 
Officer Training Corps. 

As a consequence, on 
enlistment into the 13th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment in 1915 he 
attained the rank of 2nd 
Lt. 

The 10th (1st 
Rhondda) and 13th (2nd 
Rhondda) Battalions, 
part of the 38th (Welsh) 
Division, landed in Le 
Havre in December 
1915. 

Units of both 
battalions had visited 
Porthcawl in November 
1914, while undergoing 
initial training. 

Although the 
battalions had seen 
active service, nothing 
prepared them for what 
they were to face at 
Marne tz Wood. The 
first three days of 
fighting had yielded 
little, then at 4.15am on 
July 10 they were 
ordered to attack from 
White Trench, on the 
southern edge of the 
wood. 

With the 13th (2nd 
Rhondda) Battalion 
leading, the 114th 
Brigade moved down 
the hill into a hail of 
shells and bullets. 

By 6.30pm the Welsh 
had advanced to within 
40 yards of the northern 
edge of the wood. At 
some point during the 
day’s fighting Lt 
Jeffreys was killed. His 
body was never 
recovered. At the time 
of his death, his address 
was given as 
‘Llwynrhos’, Newton, 
Porthcawl. 

Three more 
Porthcawlians were 
killed at Delville Wood. 
Sergeant Curwen 
Lewis, South African 
Expeditionary Force 
whose mother and sister 
lived in John Street, had 
previously fought in the 
Boer War with the 
Grenadier Guards. 

On the cessation of 
that war, he remained in 
Pretoria and joined the 
local police force. 


Curwen, who was bom 
in Maesteg in 1878, 
enlisted in the South 
African infantry at the 
outbreak of the First 
World War and saw 
service in south west 
Africa and Egypt before 
arriving at the Western 
Front. 

At 5am on July 15, 
1916 the South African 
infantry became trapped 
in the wood. At 3pm 
the Germans counter¬ 
attacked, but were 
driven back by rifle and 
machine-gun fire. 
Sergeant Lewis was 
killed on July 16, when 
the entire brigade was 
ordered to clear the 
north-western sector of 
the wood. 

Another Maesteg 
man, Captain George 
Devereux Scale, 10th 
Battalion, Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers (RWF) whose 
parents lived at The 
Poplars, New Road, was 
killed on July 20, 1916. 

The 10th RWF had 
been ordered to push 
through Delville Wood 
from Princes Street 
Trench. As so many 
troops, including the 
remains of the South 
African Brigade, were 
involved in such small 
area, the order was 
given that there should 
be no firing. 

Reaching the wood at 
2.45am, they were mis¬ 
directed. Suddenly the 
whole wood seemed to 
be full of Germans. 

The Welsh encountered 
heavy machine-gun fire 
and many of them were 
surrounded. The 
battalion was relieved 
on July 21 at 3am. 

The 10th RWF 
sustained 228 casualties 
in Delville Wood, of 
whom 91 were killed, 
died of wounds or 
missing in action. 

Private Edward 
Brocket Grover, 22nd 
Battalion Royal 
Fusiliers fell at Delville 
Wood on July 29. Bom 
in Cardiff in 1880 to 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Henry Llewellyn 
Grover and Margaret 
Grover, he did not seek 


a commission at the 
outbreak of the war, as 
was his right, but chose 
to remain in the ranks. 

On the death of his 
father, his mother 
moved to 9 Esplanade 
Avenue, Porthcawl after 
1901, whereupon she 
involved herself in the 
life of the town. It was 
reported that Private 
Grover “..met his death 
whilst assisting 
wounded soldiers out of 
the trenches under 
heavy fire.” 

(Porthcawl News 16th 
August 1916.) 

Another 

Porthcawlian who died 
from his wounds on 
July 18 at Bazentin le 
Petit Wood was Second 
Lieutenant Reginald 
Nichols. Fighting with 
the 3rd Battalion Welsh 
Regiment, his death was 
reported thus: “He is 
usually a quiet fellow, 
but he is very cheery 
now for he is off to 
England envied by all. 

“It is not often that 
anyone gets away from 
the middle of active 
fighting. We cheer him 
along with the messages 
for London, and he 
hurries happily down 
the trench. 

“He is no sooner out 
of sight than a few 
shells come screaming 
along. It is as if they 
have seen him.” (‘The 
Hungry One’ by 
CPClayton MC.) Lt 
Nicholls’ family ran the 
Pier Hotel. 

A Porthcawlian who 
died elsewhere during 
the Somme period was 
Sapper Llewellyn John 
Lewis, 117th Railway 
Company, Royal 
Engineers, who died 
July 21, 1916 in 
Salonika. 

Born in Newton, 
Porthcawl in 1881, he 
married Maud Edwards 
in 1905 and lived at 42 
Suffolk Place, 

Porthcawl where their 
two daughters Dorothy 
and Dilys were bom. 

Before the war, 
Llewellyn had worked 
on the Great Western 
Railway. He was 
posted to Salonika in 
May 1916. Through his 
letters home, we get a 
sense of his time there, 
but tragically his 
suffering. 

May 6,1916 
“Dear Maud, 

Just a few lines to let 
you know we are alright 
and in the best of 
health. We are having 
beautiful weather and a 
calm sea. We are in the 
sight of land all the time 
now. The weather is 
getting a lot warmer. 

No more now. Kiss the 
kids for me. L. xxxxxx 
PS. You can tell the kids 
we see the fishes 
jumping out of the sea 
like they do in 
Porthcawl.” 

July 8 

“Dear Maud, 

Just a line to let you 
know I have had your 
letter. I am glad the 
kids are going on 
allright. I am alright 
myself now, getting 
used to the climate I 
expect. I forgot to ask 
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Sunpper Shoe

you to write the formula 
for Phosphorine, when I 
asked you to send some 
out. We have heard 
from one of the chaps 
who went to France. 
They are going on 
allright out there. I 
don’t expect it will last 
much longer. The 
Germans are getting 
some wind up now. 
xxxxxxxxx L. 

July 24 

Dear Mrs Lewis, 

I want to say to you 
how very deeply 
grieved we have been at 
the death of your 
husband. He was so 
full of good heart that 
we hoped he might pull 
through the disease. 

But it was the 
‘malignant’ malaria that 
had too strong a hold of 
his vital energies. He 
was very patient and 
brave but gradually got 
weaker. 

Yours very sincerely,

Dinas Powys Wales fans issue an appeal 
for the return of their tournament flag

WELSH football 
fans from Dinas 
Powys have issued 
an appeal for the 
return of their 
prized flag which 
was taken when 
Wales played 
Northern Ireland. 

Mike McAndrew told 
The GEM: “Eleven of us 
went to Euro 2016 and 
stayed in Bordeaux for 
two weeks, travelling to 
each group game and 
then moving on to Paris 
for the last 16. 

“We took two Welsh 
flags with us, one with 
Dinas Powys 

emblazoned on it, along 
with the country’s 
football crest and the 
Cardiff City emblem. It 
was seen on TV by lots 
of people.” 

The flag had been 
designed and bought 
before Euro 2016 by 
Mike and his friend 
Chris Parsons. 

“At the Northern 
Ireland game we were in 
the top tier behind the 
goal. 

“We couldn’t put it in 
front of us and had to 
display it further along 
the tier in front of some 
French fans. At half time, 
I went along to check the 
flag was still there and 
asked the fans nearby to 
keep and eye on it.” 


After Wales had 
sealed their victory, Mike 
went along to retrieve the 
flag, only to be told that 
two boys had come down 
and taken it. 

“It’s a shame someone 
took it and we’ve run an 
appeal on Facebook on 
the Wales supporters’ 
pages. We don’t want it 
to end up in someone’s 
garage or in a bin.” 

The lads did manage 
to get to the quarter final 
clash - minus the flag of 
course. 

Some Welsh fans are 
testing the patience of 
their employers because 
they are desperate to take 
more time off work, but 
Mike has no such 
worries. 

“My boss is an 
England fan and says it’s 
fantastic and that I can 
take a couple more days 
off work.” 

As The GEM was 
going to press Mike, 
Chris and Mike’s son 
Elliott were leaving for 
Wales’ crunch semi-final 
against Portugal.

RNLI and helicopter respond 
to windsurfer emergency 


RNLI lifeboats and a SAR 
helicopter were deployed 
on two ‘shouts’ last 
weekend. 

The first call was on Saturday 
afternoon, where the Atlantic 85 
lifeboat launched toward a 
windsurfer in difficulties off 
Llantwit Major beach, which had 
been reported by RNLI lifeguards. 

The lifeboat was on scene 
within 20 minutes and, following 
a 10-minute search in rough seas, 
the windsurfer was located by the 
crew near Stout Point. He had 
landed on the beach and was cut 
off by the tide. 

Due to the sea conditions, 
assistance was requested from the 
Coastguard rescue helicopter. 


One RNLI crew member swam 
ashore to reassure the person. The 
helicopter landed on the beach to 
transfer the windsurfer, his 
equipment and a crew member 
from the beach. The windsurfer 
was then transferred to the top of 
the cliffs unharmed. 

On the second call on Sunday, 
both RNLI lifeboats from 
Porthcawl were launched to 
reports, again from the RNLI 
lifeguards at Southerndown, of 
two adults cut off by the tide just 
west of Southerndown beach. 

When the RNLI lifeboats 
arrived at the cliffs, they found 
two adults on a narrow ledge, 15 
feet above the water and below the 
cliffs - and in danger of being 


washed off the ledge. An 
immediate request was put in for 
assistance from the Coastguard 
rescue helicopter to assist with 
winching them off the ledge. 

Both were winched safely off 
the ledge, and were landed on the 
top of the cliff at Southerndown. 

Porthcawl RNLI deputy 
launching authority Aileen Jones 
said: “This was an excellent 
example of team working between 
the RNLI lifeguards, RNLI 
lifeboats, Coastguard helicopter 
and the Coastguard cliff teams. 

“We all train hard together to 
respond to incidents like these, 
and the hours of training our 
volunteers put in every week has 
paid off.”

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Porthcawl author’s quest to record the memories 

of the WWII generation Flying Officer Stanley Peate, Pilot in RAF Bomber Command

Ogi Ogi Ogwr! 
Oi Oi Oi! 


LAST week, The 
GEM announced 
the publication of 
‘Glamorgan’s 
Greatest 
Generation’ - a 
new book by 
Malcolm Cowper of 
Porthcawl. 

Mr Cowper, aged 
70, who attended 
Bridgend Boys 
Grammar School, 
was aware that 
people with stories to 
tell about World War 
Two were shrinking 
in number with the 
passage of time, so he 
interviewed 40 people 
in the area, and tells 
their stories in the 
book. 

Some were active 
during WWII, while 
some were the 
children of 
combatants. Malcolm 
was also keen to find 
people who could talk 
about wartime life for 
families at home 
during those years. 


The GEM asked 
Malcolm to choose 
one story from the 
40, and he selected 
this - from an 
interview with a 
Porthcawl man who 
was one of the 
wartime children who 
never know their 
father - because war 
intervened. 

tanley Peate, 
originally from 
Sheffield but now 
living in Porthcawl, 
never knew his father, 
also called Stanley, 
because he was shot 
down on his first 
bombing raid over 
Germany. 

However, 50 years 
later he received a 
heartwarming tribute to 
his father from the 
people of the Dutch 
town where his aircraft 
had crashed, and was 
given a small fragment 
of the wrecked bomber 
as a memento of the 
father he had never met. 

RAF bomber crews 
suffered a staggeringly 
high casualty rate. A 
few, like Jim Griffiths, 


also the subject of a 
story in the book, were 
lucky and managed to 
complete a full tour of 
30 bombing raids. 

Others were 
considerably less 
fortunate. One of these 
was Stanley Peate, from 
Sheffield. On his first 
sortie as captain of a 
Halifax, aged just 20, he 
was shot down and 
killed. He left a widow 
and an unborn son. 

Stanley was educated 
at Firth Park Grammar 
School, in Sheffield. 
After leaving school he 
worked for the Inland 
Revenue until he 
volunteered for the RAF 
at 19. He began his 
flying tuition on August 
21, 1941, in a De 
Havilland Tiger Moth, 
the standard basic trainer 
at the time, and his log 
book provides an 
interesting record of his 
progress. 

On September 14, he 
flew his first solo, but 
his development 
thereafter was somewhat 
uneven. His instructor 
commented in his log 
book: “General flying 
very rough. Lacks 
control co-ordination 
and is heavy on 
controls.” 

Nevertheless, on 
October 28 he 
progressed to the twin 
engine Airspeed Oxford, 
flying his first solo in 
that aircraft on 
November 2. His 
piloting skills must have 
improved, because he 
was assessed on 
December 13 as ‘above 
average’. 

Many months of 
training followed, long 
cross-country flights 
during which he learned 
to handle the aircraft in 
all sorts of weather 
conditions and at night. 
Not all flights went well; 
his log book entry for 
May 7, 1942, contains 
the laconic entry 
‘CRASHED’. However, 
as he was flying again 
on the 18th one assumes 
he was not injured. 

By March 1943, he 
had logged 313 hours 


and was ready to 
progress to an 
operational training unit, 
where he would for the 
first time fly a real 
bomber, the Wellington. 

This had been the 
mainstay of Bomber 
Command in the early 
years of the war but was 
no longer in front line 
service and was now 
used for training. 

From here he 
progressed on May 26 to 
a heavy conversion unit 
for the final stage of 
training: learning to fly 
the big four-engined 
Halifax. On May 28, he 
went on his first 
operation as second pilot 
in a raid on Essen. 

The last entry in his 
log book was on June 
16, when he completed 
his conversion course. 

He was then posted to 
10 Squadron in 
Melbourne, Yorkshire, 
together with his crew, 
consisting of: Flight 
Sergeant Paul L 
Rakoczy, 22, navigator; 
Flying Officer Horace 
Pearson, 24, bomb 
aimer; Sergeant A 
Bailey, 21, air gunner; 
Sergeant K Pape, 22, 
flight engineer; Sergeant 
N Erikson, 27, air 
gunner; Sergeant Joseph 
G Sweeney, 22 air 
gunner. 

F/Sgt Rakoczy was 
from the USA, Sgt 
Sweeney was Canadian. 

On June 28, Stanley 
flew his first - and, 
sadly, his last - mission 
as captain. There is no 
record of his target, but 
in the early hours of the 
29th he was shot down 
by a German night 
fighter over the Dutch 
village of Aarle-Rixtel. 

He almost managed to 
land his stricken aircraft, 
but it exploded just a 
few feet above the 
ground. All the crew 
were killed. Their 
average age was 22. 

Stanley Peate’s story 
epitomises the utterly 
futile waste of war. A 
bright young man, not 
yet 21, is robbed of his 
life just at its prime. 
Constance, his pregnant 
young wife, is left to 
bring up their son, who 
was bom a few months 
later and was also called 
Stanley, without the 


support and guidance of 
a father. 

All his hopes and 
dreams extinguished in 
the flames of a crashed 
aeroplane in a lonely 
field in a foreign 
country. 

However, there is a 
pleasing sequel to this 
story, one which brought 
unexpected joy to 
Stanley’s widow and his 
son. In 1995, a group of 
citizens of Aarle-Rixtel 
decided to commemorate 
the 50th anniversary of 
their country’s liberation 
from German 
occupation, and to 
express their gratitude to 
those who had given 
their lives in the cause of 
freedom, they decided to 
erect a memorial stone 
to the crew of Stanley 
Peate’s aircraft. 

On the night of the 
crash, two teenage boys, 
Piet Beniers and Thieu 
Wich, in defiance of the 
curfew (and the risk of 
being shot), cycled to 
the wreck of the Halifax 
to see if they could 
render assistance, and 
retrieved a section of the 
pilot’s perspex 
windscreen as a 
souvenir. 

They often made 
knives or key fobs out of 
perspex, as a gesture of 
defiance to the Germans, 
as stealing from wrecks 
was strictly forbidden. 
Over the next 50 years, 
Thieu kept this window, 
saying: “Some day I will 
know what to do with 
it.” 

What he eventually 
did with it was present it 
to young Stanley (Stan), 
who was invited, 
together with his wife 
Linda, his uncle James 
(his father’s brother) and 
Aunt Ann, to the 
commemoration 
ceremony on May 5 in 
Aarle-Rixtel. 

Unfortunately, 
Constance was unable to 
attend due to ill health, 
and, sadly, passed away 
just a few days before 
the event. 

The memorial stone, 
erected near the crash, 
contained the names of 
the crew, and of a 
Spitfire pilot and six 
local men who were 
killed whilst hiding from 
the Germans, 


presumably resistance 
fighters. 

It was largely thanks 
to Piet Beniers that they 
were able to attend this 
event. From German war 
records, he was able to 
identify the aircraft that 
crashed in Aarle-Rixtel 
as Stanley’s, and then, 
through a letter to the 
Sheffield Star he made 
contact with his family. 

Stan was by then 
living in Porthcawl, 
having moved down 
from Sheffield to work 
for British Steel in Port 
Talbot. Up till that time, 
he had known very little 
about his father’s war 
service, and was deeply 
moved by the efforts of 
the Dutch people to 
honour his memory. 

He was particularly 
pleased to receive the 
aircraft window, as it 
give him a link to the 
father he never knew. 

Interestingly, Beniers 
also managed to find out 
the name of the German 
pilot who shot Stanley’s 
aircraft down. He was 
Oberleutnant Gunther 
Radusch, who was the 
sixth-highest night 
fighter ace in the 
German Luftwaffe 
during the war. 

He was a recipient of 
the Knight’s Cross with 
Oak Leaves, and was 
credited with 65 aerial 
victories. 

I am most grateful to 
Stan for providing me 
with this information. It 
was particularly moving 
to be able to read his 
father’s log book, every 
flight meticulously 
documented up till the 
end of his training. The 
final entry is just a 
rubber-stamped 
statement ‘Death 
Presumed’. Stanley 
Peate became one of the 
44,000 RAF airmen who 
flew on bombing raids 
over Germany and never 
returned.

1 HAVE been 
staring at my 
computer screen 
for ages. Again and 
again, I have typed 
in a sentence, read it 
back and deleted it. 
How do I start? It’s 
only right I try to 
give some political 
explanation, some 
hope, and some 
insight to local 
people. 

After all, this is what 
I was elected to do. 

Mind you, I am not 
the only one unsure how 
to explain what is 
happening. No-one was 
prepared for the result 
of the EU Referendum. 

Brains froze as the 
horror in front of us 
dawned and the result 
became clear. Now you 
may think I would say 
that because I 
campaigned against 
Brexit. I did, and I was 
very worried by the 
comments I was hearing 
on the doorstep. 

But this was nothing 
compared to my horror 
when we all realised on 
Friday morning that the 
Brexit camp had no plan 
to deal with the 
political, constitutional 
and economic crises 
precipitated by the 
Referendum result. 

At my side, I have a 
pile of advisory notes 


from the House of 
Commons library, 
published to help MPs 
make sense of the 
negotiation and 
withdrawal process and 
the impact of Brexit in 
key UK policy areas. 

My weekend reading 
is sorted. 

To divert your 
attention from the 
vacuum into which we 
have been plunged as a 
country, you may feel 
there is also the 
sideshow of party 
political dramas to keep 
you entertained. 

This is not a comedy 
though. It is real, 
important and defining. 
It is our nation’s future, 
our democracy, our 
security that is being 
fought out and decided 
here. 

Boris, leader of the 
Brexit campaign and a 
long talked-of Prime 
Minister-in-waiting, is 
no longer in the running 
for the Conservative 
leadership, having been 
undone, apparently, by a 
misdirected email. 

Michael Gove, the 
man who consistently 
said he was neither 
qualified nor willing to 
be PM, is now in the 
race. 

Theresa May is the 
front runner with 
Andrea Leadsom (the 
woman who was too 


busy to discuss the 
opencast crisis in Kenfig 
Hill) number two. 

Across the floor, a 
fight is taking place for 
the soul of the Labour 
Party, whose MPs - 
including myself - want, 
need, demand coherent 
leadership and direction. 
To all of those writing to 
me asking me to support 
our present leader, the 
answer is ‘no’. 

Even with threats of 
deselection, 
demonstrations, and 
accusations of disloyalty 
the answer is still ‘no’. 

It is argued that 
Jeremy has a mandate 
following his election. 

In 2015 he had 251,417 
votes cast by Labour 
members and supporters 
and £3 enthusiasts. In 
1994, Mr Blair got 
507,950 of the votes 
cast by members and 
supporters yet Jeremy 
voted over 428 times 
against his leadership. 

The country is in 
peril and we need the 
best, the brightest, and 
the most forward- 
thinking at the helm. 

We need a leader 
capable of navigating 
the uncharted waters of 
2020, not someone 
preoccupied with the 
debates and nostalgic 
for the cosy certainties 
of a vanished political 
world. 


It must be Parliament 
that initiates and 
manages the process of 
withdrawal. 

The UK has always 
operated as a 
representative 
democracy and it is 
Parliament’s 
responsibility to pick up 
the pieces of a shattered 
country, following our 
experiment with direct 
democracy. 

The Government’s 
reputation in Scotland 
and Northern Ireland 
has hit a new low 
following the 
Referendum and only 
Parliament can lead 
negotiations for a new 
constitutional settlement 
between the UK’s 
constituent nations. 

UK politics will 
change, but not in the 
way promised by the 
Brexit camp. Will the 
NHS have £360 million 
extra a week? No. Will 
immigration cease? No. 

My first priority is to 


protect the interests of 
local people. One of my 
first meetings was with, 
Fords for reassurance 
that Brexit will not alter 
their commitment to 
Bridgend, but 
employees are 
understandably 
concerned for their jobs 
and pensions. 

Politicians cannot, at 
present, promise the 
stock markets and 
investors the certainty 
they crave. 

When this article is 
published on Thursday, 
July 7, the political 
landscape may have 
shifted several times 
more. 

These are fluid and 
uncertain times and 
anyone who tells you it 
will all be fine, is lying. 

It is going to take 
planning, preparation 
and long, hard thinking 
to make it through, but 
my promise remains, as 
always, to work for you.

New endoscopy 
room to improve 
patient care... 



A NEW endoscopy 
room to create extra 
capacity for patients 
awaiting procedures 
in Cardiff and the 
Vale has been 
officially opened. 

The ‘Rosemary 
Goldsmith’ room is in 
the endoscopy unit at 
University Hospital 
Llandough (UHL). 

Named after a retired 
nursing sister who 
helped set up endoscopy 
at UHL, the room is 
fitted with new 
endoscopy equipment 
including a high- 
definition monitor, 
endoscopes and a 
computer for generating 
procedure reports. 

The equipment will be 
used to investigate 
patients with stomach 
and bowel symptoms 
and also for bowel 
cancer screening. 

The new room and 
equipment will enable 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
to provide hundreds of 
additional procedures to 


patients each year. 

These include additional 
upper GI endoscopy, 
colonoscopy and 
sigmoidoscopy 
procedures. 

The new room brings 
the total number of 
endoscopy rooms across 
the health board to six, 
with four placed at UHL 
and two at University 
Hospital of Wales. The 
team currently carries 
out 10,000 procedures 
per year and is hoping to 
increase this to around 
13,000 a year. 

The additional 
facilities cost £750,000 
and the health board has 
also employed an 
additional five nurses to 
support patients in it, 
complementing the 20 
existing nursing staff 
who work in endoscopy. 

It is hoped the new 
facility and additional 
funding will improve 
current waiting times for 
endoscopy patients 
across Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 


System keeps dental 
patients in the loop 


THE University Dental Hospital in 
Cardiff has recently installed ‘hearing 
loop’ systems in all its reception areas, 
making it easier for those with hearing 
impairments to communicate efficiently 
and confidentially. 

A hearing loop is a special type of sound system 
for use by people with hearing aids. 

The hearing loop provides a wireless signal that is 
picked up by the hearing aid when it is set to ‘T’ 
setting which cuts out background noise allowing 
sound to go straight into the hearing aid. 

In addition to the hearing loop systems, a number 
of portable Sonido personal listeners are also 
available for hearing aid and non hearing aid wearers 
to use throughout the dental hospital. 

The Sonido personal listener acts like an amplifier 
and is designed to help people hear conversations 
and other sounds more clearly.

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Comedy is Absolutely anything but Fabulous 


O NE of the better sitcoms to 
emerge from the BBC in the 
1990s was Absolutely 
Fabulous , Jennifer Saunders’ satire 
of the world of fashion and PR 
which developed quite a following. 

Given the success of The Inbetweeners, 
the decision to make a film from the series 
isn’t a surprising one - this time around 
Edina (Saunders) is struggling financially, 
and matters are made worse when she 
inadvertently knocks Kate Moss from a 
balcony, possible killing the supermodel. 

Made a global pariah, Edina and Patsy 
(Joanna Lumley) go on the run to Cannes 
and come up with a scheme to ensure they 
need never return to Britain - or worry 
about money - ever again... 

The old rule of when British sitcoms 
become films, the characters have to go on 
holiday is only partially obeyed here, the 
second half of Absolutely Fabulous taking 
place in the beautiful environs of Cannes. 


However, the other rule (that the film 
version of the sitcom overreaches with its 
ambitions) is wholly true here, in a film 
that, while it has its moments, is all too 
clumsily plotted and more ‘miss’ than ‘hit’. 

In Edina and Patsy you have two 
characters that age won’t diminish; still 
trying to stay relevant, still trying to skew 
younger than they are and still emptying the 
nation’s reserves of Bollinger. Seeing them 
unleashed on the big screen should be a 
thrill - and yet, for all the razor-sharp one- 
liners that are delivered, it doesn’t thrill 
anywhere near as much as it should. 

The blame for this comes very much 
from the narrative, two cobbled together 
plots that feel like they should be two halves 
of one TV-sized special rather than a move 
in its own right. Neither story really 
engages, and the resolutions to various 
subplots are resolved with a nonchalant 
wink or reference to something offscreen. 

There are celebrity cameos coming out of 
the pores of this film, everyone from Joan 


Collins to Emma Bunton, Lulu (whose 
accent over the course of the film manages 
to travel from London to Glasgow in record 
time) to Jean Paul Gaulthier, and of course 
Kate Moss (better stick to the modelling 
darling); yet those inessential to the story’s 
machinations fail to do much other than 
showcase the depth of Jennifer Saunders’ 
phone book. 

It’s not all doom and gloom - the central 
duo of Saunders and Joanna Lumley are 
hilarious when the script affords them the 
opportunity, with Lumley getting the 
choicest cuts and devouring them with 
relish. 

Alongside them Jane Horrocks’ Bubble is 
even more random and out there than ever, 
all the while underpinned by Julia Sawalha’s 
quiet frustration with her mother’s antics. 

Director Mandie Fletcher’s work in 
television means that the film doesn’t quite 
have the cinematic feel needed, though there 
are a few well-defined set-pieces (a chase 
through Cannes) that broaden the scope of 


proceedings. However, it feels poorly-edited 
(witness how Jon Hamm runs through 
several hair styles in the course of one 
scene) and you can’t help but feel the lack 
of attention to detail is indicative of the film 
as a whole. 

The characters are as madcap as ever - 
but there’s no real story for them to engage 
with, and the satire is blunted to the point of 
caricature. It all feels too rushed and 
unfocused, meaning that this film is 
Absolutely anything but Fabulous. 

VERDICT: A disappointing step up to 
the big screen, Absolutely Fabulous has its 
moments (chiefly courtesy of Joanna 
Lumley) but they are few and far between. 
It’s a film that feels unfocused and rushed, 
and, unfortunately, fails to live up to the 
quality of the TV series, far too much ‘miss’ 
and nowhere near enough ‘hit’. Poor.

NFU Cymru has welcomed 
clarity from EU agriculture 
commissioner Phil Hogan 
around the current situation 
for Welsh farmers in the wake 
of the EU Referendum exit 
vote.

Mr Hogan explained that, for the 
time being, Welsh farmers will 
“continue to have full access to 
CAP support schemes and to the 
EU internal market”. 

The letter also stresses that 
Welsh farmers and paying 
authorities will have to comply 
with all existing EU legislation. 

Mr James stated: “This 
communication from the 


commissioner is welcome news 
and provides clarity during these 
uncertain times. The message to 
Welsh farmers is simple - it’s very 
much business as usual for the time 
being. 

Mr James continued: “While the 
peace of mind that this message 
brings is welcome, it is also 
important to stress that Welsh 
farmers must continue to operate 
under the same conditions that they 
were previously. 

“Existing rules - and the 
penalties that come with failing to 
comply with them - will continue 
to apply for the foreseeable future. 
The result of the EU Referendum 
vote does not change anything in 
that regard.” 

He said that NFU Cymru will 
continue to play a leading role in 
discussions in the wake of the exit 
vote and the organisation will keep 
members informed of 
developments as and when they 
happen.

‘Why democratic 
vote must stand’ 


I READ with 

incredulity the letter 
from Coun Richard 
Bertin, published in last 
week’s edition of The 
GEM. 

As clearly did Coun Bertin, I 
too voted to remain within the 
EU, and my sentiments on 
learning of the outcome were 
not wholly dissimilar to his 
expression of ‘devastation’. 

I also agree with him that there 
are several facets of the EU that I 
find to be unacceptable, and that 
the only way to change any 
number of them was to seek to do 
so by retaining our membership. 

However, the fact is 
inescapable that the electorate - 
doubtless including many of 
those to whom he expresses 
sympathy for the outcome - 
decided that we should not 
remain within the EU. 

Moreover, amongst the 17 


million who were seemingly 
convinced by the Brexit 
arguments were doubtless 
‘working class’ people (much as I 
dislike class differentiation) with 
whom Coun Bertin expresses 
added sympathy to his own 
chagrin for the outcome of the 
Referendum. 

Why would David Cameron 
have decided that a Referendum 
(the holding of which was 
included in the manifesto of the 
Conservative party previous to 
the last general election), was 
necessary, in part, to appease the 
UKIP party? 

It patently cannot be denied 
that there has been, for some 
considerable time, a faction 
within the Conservative party 
who have railed against our 
continued participation within the 
EU; but what has become evident 
is that there are elements within 
other political parties who are 
like minded. 

Oh, and so are seemingly the 
majority within those who voted, 


no doubt including many whom 
Coun Bertin represents within his 
ward. 

As doubtless is the view of 
Coun Bertin, hindsight leads me 
to wish that the outcome of the 
Referendum had not been as it 
was, but the reality is that the 
issue was and would have 
remained ‘a festering sore,’ not 
only in Westminster, but 
seemingly with the majority of 
the electorate - as the outcome 
rather demonstrated. 

To reiterate, I don’t care for the 
result, but see no purpose 
whatsoever being gained in 
criticising those whom Coun 
Bertin erroneously blames for the 
outcome. 

By doing so, he actually seems 
to imply denying the electorate 
its democratic right, which 
doesn’t seem ‘to square’ with a 
facet of the same democratic 
process which led to the 
councillor’s own election.

1 WAS very 
interested to 
read the letter 
and photograph 
sent to you by my 
friend, Mrs Sue 
Bowyer, and 
published in your 
newspaper on June 
23. 

It concerned the first 
visit of the Rheinfelden 
civic dignitaries and 
choirs to Barry in 1969, 
some 24 years after the 
end of World War Two. 

Mrs Bowyer 
comments on the 
moving ceremony at the 
Barry War Memorial 
when her father, Mayor 
of Barry Coun Ken 
Miles, and a civic 
representative of 
Rheinfelden, laid 
wreaths in memory of 
the men, women and 
children who lost their 
lives in the conflict. 

I was privileged to be 
present at this ceremony 
as a member of the 
Barry Male Choir and 
recall how emotional 
were the various 
ceremonies with the 
respective choirs singing 
hymns separately and 
also together. 

During my time as a 
chorister, the conductors 
were the late Leslie 
Tusler and his successor, 
Douglas Baxter, both of 
whom were keen 
linguists, who ensured 
our pronunciation of 
German (and a number 
of other languages) was 
of a high standard, and 
the many wonderful 


exchange visits between 
our twin towns 
developed quickly into 
numerous close 
friendships that continue 
to this day. 

The BMVC arranged 
for a large banner 
‘Friendship through 
Music’, and its German 
translation, to be made 
and this was displayed at 
the joint concerts in 
Barry and Rheinfelden. 

Long may these 
friendships continue 
through our families 
linked together, to 
counteract the recent 
bitter outbursts by some 
during and following the 
Referendum debates. 

I recall how 
apprehensive the 
German party was at 
coming to Barry just 24 
years after the terrible 
World War Two carnage 
and after being hosted in 
our homes, there was 
clearly a sense of shame 
at how a great nation 
was misled by the Nazi 
dictatorship. 

My late wife and our 
two children escorted 
our two German guests 
to the farewell function 
at Bindles Ballroom the 
day before the German 
party returned, and I can 
honestly say that I have 
never before or since 
experienced such a 
wonderful atmosphere. 

There were many 
tears as we waved our 
new friends farewell, but 
not goodbye.

Making Lives Better 
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Medical centre 
plans could face 
legal challenge 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 

“That idea went wrong within a few 
weeks, and now the plan is to use a 
grass verge by the lake for 16 car 
parking spaces.” 

Other areas where a judicial review 
could look at the process is the lack of 
discussion of how the medical centre 
will cope with the holiday-makers who 
need to see a doctor or get emergency 
medication. 

At the moment, the many thousands 
who stay at Trecco Bay, plus guests at 
Porthcawl hotels and guest houses, 
come into town, and probably use 
Hillsboro Place car park. 

When the Newton medical centre is 
up and running, it will be the only 
place, and it will mean more cars 
needing parking on the 49 spaces, and 
the issue of where people who can’t 
park will go, says the group, has 
simply not been discussed. 

The group feel that the area simply 
cannot cope with on-street parking, 
which is why the number of on-site 
parking spaces is crucial. 

Mr Gay nor said the group fully 
accepted that there had always been 
planning approval for commercial use. 
A car sales showroom had been a 
possibility, and using the existing plot 
for more houses makes sense too. 

They also have concerns over the 
effect that moving the medical centre 
will have on Porthcawl’s town centre. 
At present, people collect 
prescriptions and a percentage will 
stay in and around John Street to shop 
or have a coffee. 

However, the medical centre will 
have its own pharmacy, and it surely 
will be a sought-after location, with 
existing pharmacies in the town centre 
facing a drop in business. 

The group wonder if the effect on 
the viability of town centre businesses 
has been fully considered. 

Mr Gaynor said they had been 
concerned that the “clock was ticking” 
on the application, and they might 
miss the judicial review ‘’window’. 


However, this turns out not to be the 
case, because the section 106 
requirement that the off-site staff 
parking issue has yet to be finalised. 
The application is still pending, until 
that is clarified. 

However, Mr Gaynor said that 
putting something in place to cover 
off-site staff parking would not explain 
why the parking space requirement fell 
from over 100 to 49 plus 16. 

He added: “They are trying to 
squeeze too much onto this site. 
Porthcawl’s population should 
continue to expand, and hopefully the 
summer tourist trade will stay solid or 
hopefully expand, but Porthcawl will 
have all its eggs in one basket.” 

A spokesperson for ABMU Health 
Board commented: “We are unable to 
comment on the decision process or 
any legal challenge. 

“The health board has spent the last 
10 years looking for suitable land that 
is available for purchasing to build a 
new Primary Care Centre. We remain 
fully committed to providing the 
residents of Porthcawl with local 
healthcare services that meet their 
needs.” 

A spokesman for Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) said: ““The 
primary care centre is a highly 
significant community development, 
and we have worked closely with the 
applicants on the details in order to try 
and maximise the benefits for local 
people while minimising the 
likelihood of any potential future 
problems for residents, patients, staff 
or visitors. 

“The applicant chose to focus on 
this site due to the urgent need to 
provide improved health facilities in 
Porthcawl. 

“Alternative parking provision for 
staff and a contribution towards a bus 
service are currently being considered 
as part of the Section 106 agreement, 
so no decision notice will be issued 
until such time as this has been 
agreed.”

THERE were more than one 
million people dead and 
wounded on all sides, including 
420,000 British casualties, 
about 200,000 from France and 
an estimated 465,000 from 
Germany, during the Battle of 
the Somme. 

Welsh soldiers wounded during the 
conflict were brought into Cardiff by 
train, where they disembarked at 
Grangetown Station and were then 
admitted to Cardiff Royal Infirmary for 
treatment. 

The Battle of the Somme was 


immortalised by official war artists, 
poets, and soldiers’ sketches. 

Margaret Lindsay Williams, was 
rejected by David Lloyd George to 
become an official war artist because 
she was a woman. Margaret painted 
Care of Wounded Soldiers at the 
Cardiff Royal Infirmary in 1916. The 
ward, depicted in the painting was later 
named the Marnetz Ward. 

The painting, normally exhibited in 
Sandhurst Barracks, is currently on 
loan, forming part of an exhibition 
‘War’s Hell! The Battle of Mametz 
Wood in Art’ at the National Museum 
Cardiff until September 4.

reducing, or reducing the likelihood of, danger connected with terrorism, 
intends in not less than seven days from the date of this Notice to make 
an order the general effect of which will be to introduce prohibitions, 
restrictions and limitations in those locations and during those times 
specified below: 

Pursuant to the powers afforded by section 22C of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984, the use of the public highway, by all classes of user, 
with the exception of use by a) vehicles of the Emergency Services or b)

“Everyone across the 
country has been on a 
high. We are gripped by 


the outstanding 
achievements of the 
Wales team out in 
France, and their 
success will 
undoubtedly generate 
even more interest in 
football among 
youngsters, hopefully 
for many years to come.

P OINT-to-Point racing 
returned to Llanwonno 
Mountain, which is more 
than a 1,000 feet above sea 
level, for the first time since 
1904 when the now defunct 
Glog and Tyn-y-Cymmer 
Hunt held a meeting - and the 
new, left-handed very 
undulating course which was 
being used by the Ystrad Hunt 
could be described as a real 
old-fashioned one. 

Comments from riders and 
spectators ranged 
from ‘interesting’, ‘room for 
adjustment’ and ‘different’. 

While it could never be described 
as one of the best viewing courses in 
Wales, it was obvious that hunt 
members and officials had worked 
hard - they had to knock down six 
stone walls to build the course. 

It certainly provided some surprise 
winners and the only favourite to 
oblige was Gwyn Phillips’s 
Sandholme which won the members’ 
race under Bridgend’s Paul Hamer 
after Rockey Prince, ridden 
by Kevin Cousins, had blundered 
away his chance at the last. 

In the restricted open, Linda 
Evans’s Fox Pointer (Pembroke Hunt) 
ridden for the first time by St 
Athan farmer John Thomas, came 
with a great run to join the favourite 
Captain Equity, ridden by 
Welsh champion Tim Jones, at the last 
fence, and the 33-1 outsider went on 
to score by three lengths. 

Unfortunately, Mrs Evans didn’t 
see her horse win as she was at her 
Narbeth home suffering 
with glandular fever. Local rider, 
Robert Rowsell, from Pontypridd, did 
well to win the adjacent 
hunts’ race on his father’s Solar’s 
Pride which made a bad mistake at 
the fifth, causing his 20-year-old rider 
to lose the reins. However, Robert 
quickly regained them and Solar’s 
Pride ran on strongly to beat the fast 
finishing Ellferandem by a length 


after the favourite, Treble Chance, 
ridden by Cowbridge’s John 
Llewellyn, had looked all over the 
winner four fences out, only to fade 
quickly. 

Yuan Princess, a six-year-old 
chestnut mare from the Worcestershire 
Hunt, partnered by Heather 
Morgan-Jones, took up the running 
after a circuit to land the ladies’ open 
race by a comfortable 
six lengths from Best Intent ridden by 
Caroline Brown. 

The odds-on Lady Lavena never 
looked like winning and finished a 
further 12 lengths back in 
third place. Yuan Princess, a winner 
over hurdles, is owned in partnership 
by Nigel Williams and Andrew 
Wilkinson. 

One of the weakest Welsh men’s 
open races for years resulted in an 
exciting finish with the 33-1 outsider 
Sirundy, a chance ride for 
Llancarfan’s Evan Williams, getting 
home by a neck from the favourite 
Rostuile, ridden by Steve Shinton. 
Sirundy, who gave Gelligaer’s Paul 
Riddick his second winner, is a 10- 
year-old by Derby winner Grundy. 

Sirundy has won on the flat and 
been placed over hurdles. He cost 
80,000 guineas as a yearling and was 
down to be ridden by Robert Rowsell, 
who gave up the ride as he wasn’t 
feeling too good after his success on 
Solar’s Pride earlier in the evening.

The words of Wales 
manager Chris Coleman 
after what can easily be 
described as the greatest 
night yet in the history 
of Welsh football. 

Having booked their 
place in the quarter¬ 
finals of Euro 2016 with 
a win over Northern 
Ireland, Coleman's team 
put their opponents 
Belgium to the sword in 
the most incredible of 
fashions, clawing their 
way back from being a 
goal behind to record a 
tremendous 3-1 win 
over a team ranked 
second in the world. 

It was the same 
nearly a year ago in 
Cardiff, when Gareth 
Bale pounced on a poor 
back header from Radja 
Naingollan (more from 
him later) to score the 
only goal of the game, a 
win that put Wales three 
points clear at the top of 
their qualification group 
as they aimed to reach a 
major tournament for 
the first time since 
1958. 

This time around, 
while the opposition 
were the same (as was 
their ranking position), 
the stakes were far 
greater than even the 
most optimistic Welsh 
fan could have predicted 
12 months ago. It was 
winner-takes-all - for 
the victors a place in the 
semi-finals of the 
European Championship 
against a Portugal side 
which, 24 hours earlier, 
has beaten Poland on 
penalties in a dull and 
lifeless encounter. 

For Wales, this was 
their biggest game so far 
(arguably the biggest in 
their history), against 
opponents who they 
hadn't lost to in their last 
three encounters - could 
plucky Wales sear their 
name in the history 
books, defy the odds 
and take their place in 


the final four of Euro 
2016? 

The answer, a 
breathless 90 minutes 
later, was a resounding 
yes, delivering a 
performance that 
astounded both fans and 
neutrals alike, 
overpowering Belgium 
with that much-vaunted 
pride and passion 
brimming to the fore. 

The early exchanges 
indicated the magnitude 
of this fixture, both 
teams taking a while to 
bed into the game, but it 
was Belgium which 
sharpened up quickest, 
nearly taking the lead 
when a series of shots 
were kept out by the 
hands of Wayne 
Hennessey and the legs 
and flailing limbs of 
defenders. 

If it served warning 
of the attacking potency 
of this Belgium team, 
then the warning was 
heeded, as Wales soon 
settled into the game - 
but they were to fall 
behind when that man 
Naingollan redeemed 
himself for his error last 
June. Picking the ball 
up 25 yards from goal, 
he delivered a shot of 
such venom and 
accuracy that Hennessy 
could only help it on its 
way to the back of the 
net. 

It was the first time in 
this tournament (aside 
from that late England 
winner) that Wales had 
gone behind, but while 
you may have expected 
the Belgians to go for 
the jugular, they instead 
sat back a little - and 
then paid the price. 

A comer kick on the 
half-hour mark for 
Wales was whipped in 
and found the head of 
captain Ashley 
Williams, who powered 
it home to level the 
scores and suddenly the 
impetus was with Wales. 


The remainder of the 
half was a frantic affair, 
but with the sides going 
into the break level, it 
was Wales that were the 
more ascendant of the 
two teams. 

Belgium had no 
doubt relished the half¬ 
time whistle as a chance 
to regroup, and they 
were quick to put the 
Welsh team under 
pressure as the second 
half began; however, it 
was to be Wales that 
would grab the next 
goal. 

A break down the 
right from Aaron 
Ramsey saw the 
midfielder centre the 
ball for Hal Robson 
Kanu, and with three 
defenders around him 
Kanu was up against it. 

However, with a 
Cmyff-esque turn, he 
managed to leave the 
defenders for dead, side¬ 
footing the ball past 
Courtois in the Belgian 
goal to give Wales the 
lead - a lead they 
wouldn't relinquish. 

Belgium tried to get 
themselves back in the 
game, but passes were 
going long, balls not 
finding feet - the more 
they tried, the less 
likely they looked like 
scoring. It was a shock 
then with Welsh backs 
against the wall, and 
with five minutes 
remaining, Chris Gunter 
broke down the right 
and crossed the ball into 
the box. His pacey 
delivery was met by the 
head of substitute Sam 
Vokes, who glided the 
ball over the despairing 
hand of Courtois to ease 
the pressure and unleash 
the celebrations. 

It was a deserved win 
for Coleman's team, a 
performance easily the 
equal of, if not 
surpassing, their 3-0 
rout of Russia in the 
final qualifying game. It 
didn't come without 
cost however, with 
Ramsey and Ben Davies 


picking up bookings 
that meant they were 
suspended from last 
night’s (Wednesday) 
encounter with 
Portugal; losses 
certainly, with both 
players having covered 
themselves in glory 
with their performances 
thus far, but with James 
Collins or Jazz Richards 
and Jonny Williams or 
Andy King likely to 
come in to deputise, one 
that can be managed. 

Pesky press deadlines 
mean that by the time 
you read this piece you 
will know whether 
Wales prospered against 
the Portuguese or if the 
Ronaldo-led team 
proved too strong for 
this brave group of 
players - if it's the 
former, then all eyes 
will be on Paris on 
Sunday, the mouth¬ 
watering prospect of 
Wales in the Euro 2016 
final against either hosts 
France or Germany, a 
prospect that seemed 
inconceivable when the 
tournament began three 
weeks ago. 

Win or lose, it has 


been a phenomenal 
summer for this Welsh 
squad - having begun 
the tournament with 
hopes of simply getting 
out of the group, having 
dealt with the 
disappointment of 
conceding that late goal 
against England, this 
group of players and 
management have, 
again and again, shown 
just how strong the 
team spirit and work 
ethic is among them all. 

When the pressure 
was on against Russia 
they responded 
superbly, and since then 
have raised their game 
when they have needed 
to. The semi-final 
against Portugal will 
have been, for many, 
the biggest game they 
have ever been involved 
in, yet there is no sign 
that this squad will 
succumb to pressure or 
nerves. 

As Chris Coleman 
said, “If you're not 
afraid to dream then 
you're not afraid to fail” 
- and this group has 
made a nation of 
dreamers this summer.
